INVITING CALAMITY. 

Rumors have been prevalent for 
#ome time that the Bell Telephone 
Company had an eye on the local situ 
@tion and were speculating whether 
or not they could secure a profitable 
business if an exchange were installed 
in opposition to the city system 
The rumors may or may not be with 
out foundation in fact, but if they 
have no such foundation this only 
proves that the business observation 
of the Bell people has been grossly 
over-estimated 

Whatever may have been its cause 
there can be no manner of doubt that 
the delay in installing an efficient 
municipal telephone service has cre 
ated conditions in Edmonton which 
might very easily become the mean 
for letting the Bell Company secure 
an grip on the telephone business of 
the city. That our service has been 
wretched, and continues 80, 18 tor 
commonly understood to need asser 
tion, but even this is not the worst 
feature of the ease. People have been 
unable to secure telephones, good o1 
bad, ‘To all intents and purposes th 
city stopped supplying new ‘phone 
months ago, Even the unsatisfactory 
service available to patron denied 
hundreds of residents and ores ¢ 
business men who have com: the 
city during the past year, Perhap 
it waw wise or necessary financially t 
stop installing ‘phones, as the ten 
is to be replaced by one in which the 
instruments will be valueless But 
however strongly urged by reasons 0 
economy, it helped to produce the un 
fortunate situation that has pertained 
jor months—that hundreds had n 
‘phones and wanted them, Meantimé 
lhundreds had *phones but had no rea 
sonably efficient service 

This condition of affairs is a stand 
ing invitation to the Bell Company 
who have already a long distance linc 
into the city, to put in a local ex- 
change and compete with the city sys 
fem for the business of the city. That 
the company sce the opportunity may 
surely be taken for granted, and that 
they will much longer neglect it is by 
no means to be supposed. If, for in 
stance, the new system which the cits 
is to install should prove unsatisfac 
tory in any noticeable degree, the fail 
ure, coming after the long wait for re 
lief, might put the finishing touche 
to the city’s chances of having the 
field to itself in future, That the Bell 
people would then put in a system 
that would work, and put it in in a 
hurry there can be no doubt, If they 
did so, not even the unquestionabl 
loyalty of the citizens to the principle 
of municipal ownership could be ex 
pected to deter them accepting from 
the Company a_ service which the 
city could not give them. But if the 
new system, when installed, accom 
plishes everything expected of it, the 
fact remains that it is not yet install 
ed, and that every day’s delay maker 
the opportunity for the Bell Company 
the more inviting 

Should the company be permitted 
to gain a foothold in this manner, th: 
damage done to the city’s system 
must be enormous, if it is not reduced 
to a non-paying enterprise. The valu 
of a telephone system to its patrons 
and owners depends on the thorough 
ness with which it covers its const 
nency, and in the nature of things a 
system cannot be efficient unless it is 
a monopoly. Edmonton now has 4 
monopoly of its telephone business 
and every opportunity to maintain 
that monopoly. But we can only

Sir— In the present discussion on 
the advisability of selling or retain- 
ing the franchise for the street rail- 
Way, it seems to me that the best rea- 


son for selling has not been put for- 
word at all, namely the almost certain 
bad management, and consequent loss 
of service and profits, as I presume 
would be the case, the burden of look- 
ing after a municipally-owned street 
railway, were laid on the = already 
overtaxed shoulder of the City Com- 
missioners 

The head of a great street railway 
system may not be an expert electri- 
cian, but he must be a thoroughly 
competent business man who ean de- 
vote his entire time and energies to 
the management of the line and has 
no other business to distrail his atten- 
tion from the supervision of the vari- 
ous officials under him 

During the past two years there has 
been a great deal of grumbling at the 
work of the commissioner and the un- 


doubted waste of money in the 
carrying out of civic works, 
but I think it often happens 


that when a ratepayer is complaining 
about some special feature of the civ- 
ic administration, he is apt to assume 
for the time being, at all events, that 
the subject of his complaint is all the 
commissioners have to attend to, and 
that the real trouble lies in the fact 
that no two men can be fairly held 
responsible for an effective supervi- 
sion of the immense amount of work 
which has been undertaken.

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Member of Touring English Journ- 
alists Writes in the Sheffield 
Independent. 


The special commissioner of the 
Sheffield Daily Independent, who was 
Among the British journalists touring 
Canada recently, is spreading the gos- 
pel of the wonderful west among the 
people of the Sheffield district. He 
gives his impressions of the sountry 
along the line of the C. & Kas fol- 
lows 

From Calgary, in southerh Alberta, 
the British Press representatives tra- 
velled by way of Red Deer and Wetas- 
kiwin to Strathcona and Hdmenton, 
the capital city, and also the railway, 
commercial, educational, agricultural 
and geographical centre of the prov: 
ince of Alberta, which has an area of 
28,100 square miles, The C. P.R 
braneh goes direct northward. The 
rain came down heavily for the time 
of the year, but we were able to see 
that the country was exceedingly fer 
tile, 

Red Deer, 

The City of Red Deer is about hali- 
way between Calgary and Edmonton, 
We had on the “Rainbow” an early 
call for breakfast, as we had an ap- 
pointment at 8 o'clock to meet the 
mayor and some representative in- 
habitants. Unfortunately it rained, 
so our view of the place and its pie 
turesque river was obscured, ‘The 
“Kid" had us out of borths very sharp 
by a statement of the hour, which was 
not exact. One of ny earliest callery 
was Mr, G. K, Wright, son of Mr. 
Charles Wright, of Boston, whom 1 
last met as one of my guests at a 
mayoral dance at Boston. In the short 
time available, Mr. Wright and I chat- 
ted on many matters of mutual inter- 
est, Another Lincolnshire man I met 
was Mr. R. C, Brumpton, whose par- 
ents came from the Brigg district, and 
settled in Ontario sixty years ago. 
Mr, Brumpton migrated to Alberta 16 
years since to take advantage of the 
greater opportunities “the Last West” 
afforded. Mr, H, H, Gaets, the may- 
is the son of the Rev. Leonard 
Gaectz, who did much to make Red 
Deer. He came to the car accqmpan- 
ied by Mr. W. L, Ouimette, President 
of the Board of Trade. Also by Cap- 
tain Cottingham, Mr. H. Longson, Dr. 
Sawyer, and the Chief Constable, an 
Aberdeen man who went through the 
Transvaal war. ’ 

Kpitomised, the iniormation given 
informed us that Red Deer is especial- 
ly suited to mixed farming. This had 
been illustrated by the: fact that at 
breakfast, after the steward had stat 
ed the milk supply was exhausted, he 
returned in a few minutes and said: 
“Here’s some beautiful cream. 1 
just went outside and nearly fell over 
awilkman.’’ Dairying, the raising of 
mutton, pork and poultry, an@ ail 
kinds of grain crops (samples of which 
were put on board). are successful 
lines in farming at Red Deer, The 
place is welk watered; there are coal 
deposits; the school tex i the only 
tax, and there is plentysoi shooting 
and fishing to be had, A farmer with 
small capital can do well here, but I 
learned from Mr, Wright that a labor- 
er would not earn more than thirty 
dollars a month in summer, and his 
food in winter, 

Wetaskiwin. 

The rain prevented the drive in the 
neighborhood ‘of Wetaskiwin, a city 40 
inilos south pf Edmonton. We had, 
however, a very hearty welcome from 
representatives of the Board of Trade 
who met us at the station, including 
fhe President (Mr. Benson), Mr. Mill- 
er, Mr. J. Bradley, Captain Phillips 
and others. Wetaskiwin is the cen- 
tre of a rich farming district which 
much resembles the home country. Al- 
though a large amount of grain is 
grown, chiefly oats, stock-raising is 
also a considerable braneh of farming. 
Dairy-farming, pig-feeding and horse 
ranching are also important features. 
Chere are six large grain elevators and 
a flour mill working double shifts. 
Logging and the lumber industry are 
active around Wetaskiwin. Educa- 
tion, lighting, water supp?y, and fuel 
are matters provided for, as well as 
ample railway facilities. ‘Tie soil is 
remarkably productive, as the average 
yield of grain proves, There are many 
and varied business openings, besides 
ample employment for farm laborers, 

The Board of Trade officials provid- 
ed-an excelent luach, served by Mr. 
8, J. Denny, of the Prince of Wales 
Hotel. Mr. Benson expressed a cor- 
dial welcome to the visitors acknowl- 
edged by Mr. Rowley Blliston, Cap- 
tain Phillips, who with his sons, has 
an extensive ranch a few miles away, 
gave much information to the guests. 
Wetaskiwin means “The Hill upon 
which peace was made.’ ‘The peace 
was an Indian tribal affair, 

Strathcona and Edmonton, 


The railway terminus of the Cana 
dian Pacific is at Strathcona on the 
south side of the North Baskatchewan. 
About two miles ta the north on the 
opposite bank of the wide waterway, 
beautifully situated, is the capital city 
of Edmonton, A deluge of rain await- 
ed us, but this did not prevent a warm 
reception from leading inhabitants of 
both towns. The Hon, A. C. Ruther- 
ford, the Liberal Premier of Alberta, 
was there. He had just returned from 


ar,

a tour in England and Europe, and 
remarked that the wet weather at 
Strathcona, whieh was very unsual, 


was what he had experieneed in Eu- 
rope, The Mayor of Btratheonr, (Mr. 
A. D, Mills), and Mr, G. W. Marriott 
(President of the Board of Trade) were 
there to welcome us. We were also 
met by Mr. Arthur Hawkes, a former 
British journalist, who represented 
Mr. William Mackenzie, the President 
of the Canadian Northern Railway, 
under whose care we were to be for a 
week or more. Mr, C, W. Speers, of 
the Canadian government, whom we 
had previously met, took the place of 
Mr. Kennedy. We were driven to Ed- 
monton over the worst road 
seen in Canada, and that is saying a

Strathcona was incorporated as ‘a 
city in Maych of the present year, and 
has a pupulation of 4,000. It owns its 
own waterworks, sewerage, electric 
light and power, and also the sites 
upon whieh its roads should be, 
Strathcona boasts that it is not «a 
boom city, but that it has developed 
on steady lines, and thus has a solid 
and permanent positions, The bugi- 
ness openings. are many and varied, 
Stratheona is one of the natural gate- 
ways to the Mackenzie and Peace riv- 
er districts, vast territories to the 
north and west. 

The growth of Eamonton has been 
extremely rapid, It was organized as 
a city in 1894, and in the following 
year was made the capital city of the 
province. The census of last year 
showed a population of 11,534. The 
city owns its water, telephones, elec- 
tric light, and is constructing — its 
street railway, Three transcontinent 
al railways run through Edmonton 


The Alberta College thourishes here. 
Manutactures embrace almost every 
department of mechanien] work. Coal 


mining is carred on near to the city 
under very profitable conditions.

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BRYAN WILL RUN 
IF HE 1S WANTED 


Soon to Issue Statement Announcing 
Candidacy and Outlining 
Platform. 


Washington, D. C., Sept, 23.-—The 
most. important political news of the 
season reached Washington today to 
the effect that William J. Bryan will, 
within a fow weeks, issue a statement 
announcing his candidacy for the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
next year and submitting an outline 
of the platform upon which he will 
run if his party wants him to make 
the race. 

This information was brought to the 
capital by close friends of Mr. Bryan, 
who recently have conferred with him 
regarding the approaching presiden- 
tial campaign Another and mors 
formal conference between Mr. Bryan 
and some of his most trusted advisers 
from various sections of the country 
for the purpose of deciding upon de- 
tails respecting the course to be pur- 
sued by the Nebraskan originally was 
scheduled for the fifteenth of the pres- 
ent month, For some reason, however, 
this conference was postponed. But it 
is stated that Mr. Bryan's statemeyt 
will be issued early in October, and 
that it will supply material from 
which Democratic calculations and 
maneuvers — will be constructed 
throughout the period ending with the 
National convention that is to name 
the presidential ticket. 

Mr. Bryan, it is stated upon high 
authority, will tell the members of his 
party that he would rather not again 
be a candidate for the presidency; 
but that in view of the fact that there 
seems to be a widespread demand tha! 
he be the Democratic standard-bearer, 
he will accept the nomination if it be 
deemed best to give it to him on the 
terms he lays down. He will be more 
or less specific as to those terms, 

There is no positive information at 
hand as to the important principles or 
policies which Mr. Bryan will put 
forth as his platform. It is assumed 
that he will make reference to the in- 
itiative and referendum, but whether 
the reference will be in the nature of 
demanding the full consummation of 
that idea at the present time must re- 
main a matter of conjecture until the 
Nebraskan has spoken. Undoubtedly 
reference o!so will be made to the 
question of government ownership, 
but from information available it is 
Satie to say that no demand in favor 
of the immediate absorption of public 
Service corporations (primarily the 
railroads) will be exploited. The Bry- 
an belief that government ownersp 
eventually will prove the only solution 
of the railroad problem may be enun- 
ciated, with the qualification that the 
time for the change has not yet ar- 
rived. In other words, it may be 
sought to have it apear that govern- 
ment ownership is not to be an issue 
next year, 

Tariff revision, federal versus state 

control for the centralization of pow- 
er and various other matters that 
have oceupied the attention of Mr. 
Bryan recently and which are famil- 
lar to those who follow his teachings 
will receive special treatment. 
The friends of Mr. Bryan who have 
been apprised of his plans for submit- 
ting his candidacy to the rank and 
file of the party, say that he believes 
that next year’s campaign for the 
presidency, will be a terrific one. He 
may make this point forcible in his 
prospective statement. ‘The 1908 cam- 
paign, Mr. Bryan believes, will, in its 
vigor and fierceness, parallel the cam- 
paign of 1896. In the 1896 campaign 
the country was agitated as it had not 
been in years. Bryan suffered over- 
whelming defeat, but up to the count- 
ing of the ballots, he had his oppo- 
nents on edge. The chance for Demo- 
cratic Mr. Bryan declares, 
will be better next time. 

Probably Mr. Bryan would not 
make any statement regarding his per- 
sonal attitude toward the coming cam- 
paign had he not been pressed to do 
so by some of his most ardent friends, 
They agree with him that the eam- 
paign will be hot from the jump and 
they look to their idol to make the 
same whirlwind fight that he made 
when first elevated to party leader- 
ship eleven years ago. 

A statement from Mr 
as it is stated he soon will make, 
do much to clarify the Democratic 
situation, It will enable his friends 
to go to work with full knowledge of 
the course to be pursued by their lead- 
er and-at the same time it will give 
the anti-Bryan element something pos- 
itive to work against Mr. Bryan's 
position and his platform will be un- 
derstood, and if his enemies are 
strong enough to beat him and do it 
in the open there will be the chance.

CALGARY PRIEST 
ISSUES WARNING 


Declares it to be Church’s Duty to 
Save Workingmen From 
Rock of Socialism. 


Calgary, Sept. 23.—Last 
Rev. Father Culerier delivered the 
fourth of a. series of lectures on the 
question of labor and the attitude of 
the church with regard to it, 

In the course oj his address Father 
Culerier discussed the unity and gsac- 
redness of the tamily relations, and 
held that after the physical needs of 
the child, its religious training and 
education,.were, of equal and pressing 
importance. Parents should be ‘re- 
minded that it was one of their first 
duties to educate their children in 
sound religious doctrine, as well as in 
the scholastic elements of education. 

He argued that the state has no di 
rect qualification for imparting reli- 
gious knowledge no mare than the 
church has for establishing telephones 
or railways. 

The speaker held that the “leaven 
of socialism” was the bane of the-la- 
bor situation, and quoted President 
Hadley, of Yale, to the effect that it 
Was erroneous and demoralizing. The 
duty of the church was to save the 
labor:ng classes from being shivered 
on the rock of socialism,, which could 
be prevented by adhering to the iol- 
lowing principles 

1, Inviolability of private property. 

2, Unity and sacredness of the fam- 
ily. 

3. Education of children 
to the dictates of morality 
gion. 

The rulers of states, employers of 
labor, of the wealthy and of the work- 
ing classes should enter into conyen-|} 
tion for the desired purpose, Society
